PREFACE. 

In  these  days  when,  in  many  ways,  the  Empire  seems  to 
be  in  need  of  all  the  support  her  sons  all  over  the  world  can 
give  without  stint,  it  seems  that  many  an  indifferent  Britisher 
in  the  Dominions  beyond  the  seas  might  find  a  needed  tonic  if, 
day  by  day,  he  could  read  of  some  of  England's  deeds  of  valour, 
of  unselfish  championing  of  the  weak,  of  national  prowess  or  ot 
some  great  law  passed  for  the  common  good.  It  seems  also 
that  the  strengthening  process  might  be  increased  if  he  could 
have  before  him,  in  concrete  form,  a  periodic  reminder  of 
important  happenings  in  the  component  parts  of  our  vast 
Empire  —  when  each  was  discovered,  annexed,  recognized, 
granted  self-governing  powers,  and  confederated  with  its 
neighbors  :  then,  as  a  new  nation,  when  it  furnished  men  and 
money  for  the  various  wars  of  the  Empire,  and  finally, — the 
more  honour  to  those  who  have  done  so — when  it  offered 
contribution  in  some  form  to  that  bulwark  of  the  nation,  the 
Royal  Navy. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  in  reading  this  day  by  day  many  a 
backbone  will  be  stiffened  and  that  many  a  hitherto — from  an 
Empire  standpoint — selfish  man  will  exclaim  with  Browning  :

The  total  area  of  the  British  Empire  is  nearly  11,400,000 
square  miles,  with  a  total  population  of  about  410,000,000. 
The  known  surface  of  the  globe  is  estimated  at  55,000,000 
square  miles,  and  its  total  population  is  believed  to  be  about 
1,800,000,000;  so  that  the  British  Empire  occupies  approxim- 
ately 21  per  cent.,  or  more  than  one-fifth  of  the  earth's  surface, 
and  its  population  is  in  the  proportion  of  22  per  cent.,  or  over 
one-fifth,  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  globe.  The  total  revenue 
exceeds  ;^40o,ooo,ooo,  the  debt  totals  over  ;^i, 500, 000, 000, 
and  the  trade  exceeds  ;^  1,600, 000, 000.  Railways  to  the 
extent  of  90,000  miles  have  been  opened,  and  12,160,000  net 
tons  of  shipping  sail  under  the  British  flag,  while  nearly  265,- 
000,000  tons  enter  and  clear  annually  at  British  ports.
